Submarines Are Doing More

Copenhagen, July 19.—Dr. Michaelis, 
the new German imperial chancellor, in 
his address to the reichstag Thursday 
afternoon declared his adhesion to Ger- 
many’s submarine campaign, asserting 
it to be a lawful measure, justifiably 
adopted for shortening the war. 

Dr. Michaelis opened his reichstag 
speech with a hearty tribute to Dr. von 


Bethmann-Hollweg, the retiring impe- 
rial chancellor, whose work, he or 
history would appreciate: 


The chancellor declared that the war 
was forced upon unwilling Germany by 
the Russian mobilization and thr ~

Germany by Great Britain’s illegal 
blockade starvation war. 

The faint hope that America, at the 

head of the neutrals, would check 
Great Britain’s illegality was vain; 
Germany's final. attempt to avoid the 
extremity by a peace offer failed =f 
the submarine campaign was adopted, 
said the chancellor. 

The submarines, the speaker contin- 
ued, had done all and more than had! 
been expected and the false prophets | 
who had predicted the end of the war | 
at a definite time had done a dis | 
service to the fatherland. 


Reichstag for Peace. 

Amsterdam, July 19.—The Berlin 
Tageblatt says the committee of the 
majority parties in the German reichs- 
taz have unanimously decided to move 
the peace resolution. 

Previously the committee was divid- 
ed, two members of the center and one 
liberal disagreeing with the majority. 

The Tageblatt says that in the reichs- 
tag 221 deputies will vote for the peace 
resolution.

Sixteen Prisoners Released 
From Workhouse and Re- 
ceived as Martyrs at Head- 
quarters of Woman’s Party 


Washington, July 19.—Sixteen wom- 
en sent to the workhouse for their 
part in the suffrage demonstration Sat- 
urday at the white house, accepted par- 
dons from President Wilson today and 
were released after serving two days 
of their sixty-day term. 

Thee prisoners left the workhouse 
appare.tly without regret, despite their 
previous declarations that they desired 
to serve out their time ‘without ap- 
peal or clemency. These assertions 
had led to an announcement by the 
department of justice, pointing out that 
a pardon need not be accepted unless 
the prisoners desired it. When the 
time for departure came, however, the 
women’s only protest was against the 
trials they underwent during their de- 
tention. 

At headquarters of the woman’s par- 
ty the sixteen were received as mar- 
tyrs, and at a dinner given in their 
honor plans were made for continuing 
the white house picketing of which 
Saturday’s demonstration was a part. 

A defiant statement issued at the 
headquarters said the campaign to im- 
press President Wilson and the coun- 
try by parading before the white house 
would go on without change. 

Husbands of Prisoners Interceded. 

The president acted after the hus- 
bands 0”) several of the prisoners had 
interc and after he had been told 
that ¢ of them had small children 
at ho:.~j needing their care. Some of 
Mr. Wilson’s friends declared this ele- 
ment undoubtedly had been the deter- 
mining influence with him. Others sug- 
gested that he acted in the hope that 


pardons would minimize publicity, an 
avowed part of the women’s campaign. 


SAVANNAH NUMBERS MISSING 

Final checking of*Georgia’s draft 
registration cards in Atlanta last 
night to determine the highest num- 
ber registered in any district dis- 
closed at least one discrepancy that 
puzzled registration officials.

Whether 
there were more such errors had 
not been disclosed last night.

After hearing at length from women | 
representing both sides of the ques- 
tion, the house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments yesterday afternoon 


overwhelmingly voted its disapproval of 
the bill, introduced by Representative 
White, -of Fulton, to allow women to 
vote in Georgia. 

The deepest impression made on the 


{committee was by the speech of Miss 


Mildred Rutherford, of Athens, who 
vigorously attacked the movement as 
having been originated by abolition 
women of the north and fostered by 
those who had no sympathy with south- 
ern ideals. 

She charged that Miss Jane Addams, 

ae of the leading advocates of equal 
uffrage now living, had openly ex- 
pressed herself in favor of the amalga- 
mation of the races and was notorious- 
ly pro-German. 

Why Vote Was Wanted. 

She said that the suffragists knew 
that there was no possibility of the vot- 
ers of Georgia voting .u favor of the 
suffrage now and that their sole object, 
in having the Georgia legislature sub- 
mit the question to the people, was to 
get a favorable expression from them 
so that they might count on Georgia to 
ratify the Susan B. Anthony amendment 
to the constitution of the United States, 
when congress should submit it tao the 
states. 

The Susan B. Anthony amendment, 
she declared, was the gravest menace 
that had threatened the southern peo- 
ple since the days of reconstruction. It 
meant, she said, that negroes, without 
regard to sex, would be given the bal- 
lot, and Dixie would have to successful- 
ly test the validity of the fifteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, which the south had 
ratified under duress, in order to pre- 
serve white civilization in this section. 

After a few remarks from Dr. White, 
who introduced the bill, Mrs. Mary L. 
McLendon, president of the Georgia 
Woman’s Suffrage association, present- 
ed the first argument made by a wom- 
an in favor of the bill. She said that 
for years the national suffrage asso- 
ciation had appealed to congress to 
give them a constitutional amendment 
guaranteeing to women the right to 
vote, and that they had always been 
referred by the congressional commit- 
tees to the states. The same attitude 
had been taken by President Wilson, 
who voted for suffrage in New Jersey, 
but had not favored it as a national 
issue. 

Ask Political Equality. 

“All that we ask of you,” she con- 
tinued, “is to make of us, the other 
half of humanity, the political equals 
of yourselves. We need the ballot, 
the right preservative of all other 
rights. Before we go abroad to teach 
democracy to other nations, we should 
first give liberty to our women at 
home. The only recourse for us in 
Georgia who feel ourselves entitled to 
political equality is to emigrate to 
some other country or state, where our 
equal humanity is recognized. Many 
of us are taxpayers and we do not want 
to give up our property. 

“I plead with you, then, to help us, 
because we are helpless to erase from 


the statute banks some of the vile 
laws placed there by men of other 
days until you do help us.”

WAR OBSTRUCTORS 
TOLD “GET RIGHT" 
OR 19 “GET OUT” 


Murphey Candler Severely 
Attacks Congressmen and 


Senators Who Are Block- 
ing Administration Policy. 


OPPOSITION CALLED 
“UNPARDONABLE NOW” 


Chairman Candler Defends 
Draft. Law, and Asserts 
“Moot” Case'Could Only 
Help the Kaiser. 


Buford, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)— 
There is but one thing for senators 


and representatives now opposing and 
blocking the great majority represent- 
ing the people in carrying out the war 
successfully to do, and that is to “get 
right or get out.” 

This was the view taken by C. M. Can- 
dler, chairman of the state railroad 
commission, in a speech at Home-com- 
ing and Patriotic day of the chautauqua 
here today. Mr. Candler’s attack upon 
senators who persist in blocking the 
administration, even after they them- 
selves voted for the declaration of a 
state of war, was received with great 
enthusiasm by the tremendous crowd 
which filled the tent to capacity. 

Defends Draft Law. 

Chairman Candler’s defense of the 
selective draft law, showing that the 
principles of this law have already been 
upheld both by the supreme court of 
the United States and the supreme court 
of Georgia, was met with great ap- 
plause, as was also his expose of the 
idea of a “moot” case on the question, 
which, he pointed out, would have no 
effect and would result only in delay 
and in giving the enemy a further ad- 
vantage over the American boys who 
are to carry the flag in France. 

“We are in the midst of the most mo- 
mentous times of the world’s his- 
tory,” said Mr. Candler. “The greater 
part of the world—the most highly civ- 
ilized nations of the world—are at war. 

“Our own country is at war. Few of 
our, people yet realize the stupendous 
and appalling fact that we are actually 
in a war of such vast proportions and 
filled with such national tragedies that 
many see init the Armageddon of 
prophecy.” 

Mr. Candler then rapidly and concisely 
recited the efforts of President Wilson 
for two and a half years to keep the 
United States from becoming a party. 
He insisted that the president was, 
from conviction and upon principle, a 
pacifist in the true meaning of the 
term, and that for two and a half years 
he so skillfully directed our every na- 
tional movement and our foreign poli- 
cies that the country was kept at peace. 

How Germany Forced War. 


The speaker then took up the vari- 
ous stepe taken by Germany, which at 
last forced the United States into war, 
stressing the barbarities of Germany 
upon the sea, the intrigues by German 
diplomats in this country and the final 
order of the kaiser establishing sea 
lanes for neutrals. 

“Our cup. was full,” he said: “the 
president’s patience was exhausted. Our 
self-respect as an independent nation 
at last demanded more than protests. 
A man without self-respect is a man 
without any one’s respect—a nation of 
100,000,000 freemen, without self-re- 
spect—is unfit to live or to govern.” 

“The president never declared war. 
He had no power to do so. He asked 
congress for directions. 

‘On April 6 congress’ acted. We did 
not declare war on Germany. Backed 
by facts, undisputed and indisputable, 
congress declared that Germany was 
making war on us, and following the 
president’s advice, resolved that with 


God’s help, we would strike back, and 
strike hard. 

“T have said that congress declared a 
state of war. Congress did, but what 
is congress? Congress is but an as- 
semblage of the delegated representa- 
tives and spokesmen of the people—the 
people themselves. When congress 
speaks, it is the people speaking, and 
hence the people declared for participa- 
tion in this war by the United States. 
Congress spoke after the manner and 
under the methods prescribed in our 
constitution. s 


“Get Right or Get Out.” 

“There were members of congress 
honestly and conscientiously opposed to 
the war; they had a right to vote 
against it if they believed their con- 
stituents were opposed to it. I have 
no quarrel with them for opposition 
prior to the declaration. But I do cen- 
sure them when, after the congress had 
finally acted and after the fact is ac- 
complished, they refuse support to the 
government, or too cowardly to come 
out in the open with their refusal, do 
nothing or take gveeks to do what, if 
it is to be done, ena, be quickly done, 
but criticise and nag d obstruct and 
hinder. 

“Such a senator or such a represen- 
tative ought to ‘get right or get out.’ 

“Well, the declaration was made in a

Texas, July 19.—Approx- 
imately five hundred shots were 
exchanged across the Rio Grande 
today at Ojo de Aqua, eight miles south- 
west of Mission, between 4 small Amer- 
ican border patrol and a number of uni- 
dentified Mexicans. There were no 
American casualties, but latest reports 
here say two or three Mexicans were 
seen to fall during the engagement, 
which started at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing and ceased at 5 o’clock, when the 
Mexicans withdrew from the river. 
The Americans were under command 
of Corporal Kent, the identity of whose 


Mission, 


regiment is not known here, and the 
fighting started when several shots 
were fired at the patrol from the Mex- 
ican side. The outpost at Ojo de Aqua, 
hearing the Americans returning the 
shots, immediately sent reinforcements 
under Sergeant J. C. Henderson. The 
fighting continued six hours. Late to- 
day Colonel B. F. Delamater reached 


the scene with one hundred men from 


two companies of the Second Texas in- 


fantry from nearby outposts. A strong 
patrol has been thrown out along the 
Rio Grande in the affected section as a 
precaution against a possible attempt 
at border raiding. 

Few details of the engagement reach- j 
ed here tonight. From the best infor-; 
mation, there were about one hundred! 
Mexicans participating, and one report 
says three distinct bugle calls were 
heard. This leads to the belief that the 
Americans were attacked by an organ- 
ized force. 

The last of the attackers disappeared 
in the brush at 5 o’clock, just before 
Colonel Delamater reached Ojo de Aqua.

The principals will* be a 
blindfolded man who constantly stirs 
the 10,500 black capsules in the great 
glass bowl in which they have been 
placed, another blindfolded man who 
dra'ws the capsules from the bowl one 
at a time, and two announcers, one 
standing at each side of the bowl and 
to whom the capsules will be handed in 
turn as they are drawn. 

The announcers will break the cap- 
sules as they receive them. extract the 
tiny elip of paper on which a number 
will be stamped and call the number 
to three tally clerks. The slip will 
then be handed to an offcial in front 
of the bowl, who vwill verify the an- 
nouncers’ report, and on his verifica- 
tion another man, stationed at a great 
blackboard, will write the number in 
its order on the board. 

The board will hold 1,000 numbers. 
When it is filled it will be taken out 
of the room, photographed, cleaned off 
and returned, the drawing continuing 


meanwhile with a second board in use. 
The official record of the drawing, 


emption boards and in accordance with 
which they will call out the men to fill 
each district quota, will be made up 
into books of eleven pages, each page 
bearing a photographic facsimile of 
the blackboard. The exemption boards 
will take no action toward summoning 
their men until these books’ reach 
them through the mails.

It was a hopeless tangle.- If the dou- 
ble drawing system were carried out, 
one election district in any exemption 
division might be swept clean of all 
its young men to fill e quota, while 
the other election districts in the same 
exemption area furnished no men what- 
ever. In other cases it might be nec- 
essary to pass upon and exempt a thou- 
sand aliens before a single American 
was called to service. In others a thou- 
sand negroes might be taken for exami- 
nation before a white man was called, 
or vice versa. 

There was only one way out, and the 
war department promptly announced 
that the whole intricate method of 
drawing devised to save time and labor 
would be abandoned ig favor of the 
simple, direct plan of drawing suffi- 
cient numbers to fix the place of the 
last man in the largest exemption dis- 
trict. That was the original plan, and 
it was intended for weeks to draw in 


1 that way, but the enormous amount of 


labor and the time involved prompted 
the effort to devise a shorter cut that 
would be fair to all. 

Officers of General Crowder’s office 
congratulated themselves tonight that 
the difficulty in the way of the double 
drawing was found today. rather than 
after the drawing. It was certain to 
have been discovered immediately after- 
ward and then it would have been nec- 
essary to declare its results cancelled 
and draw again. ‘ 

Had te Abandon Plan. 


The difficulty that forced abandon- 
ment of \the more elaborate method 
grew out ‘of the detail of the plan. It 
was proposed to list all registrants in 
each district by thousands or fractions 
of thousands. Men whose serial num- 
bers were in the three thousands would 
fhave been put in one group, those with 
numbers of less than a thousand in an- 
other, those with numbers in the four 
thousands in another, and so on. The 
first drawing would have placed these 
groups of thousands in the order in 
which the numbers 0 to 10 were drawn. 
The second drawing would then have 
fixed the order of liability of the indi- 
viduals in each of the thousands as be- 
tween themselves, a thousand numbers 
being drawn to that end. 

The result would then have been that 
if the 3,000 group were first drawn in 
the little lottery, all of the men bear- 
ing serial numbers in the 3,000’s would 


have been called for duty first and in. 


the order in which thelfr serial num- 
bers came out in the big drawing. The 
result of the big drawing would then 
have been applied to the other thou- 
sands in their order fixed by the little 
lottery. 

Each exemption district is composed 
of several election districts which were 
the registration precincts in the first 
revolution of the draft machinery. The 
registration cards were turned over 
to the exemption boards with instruc- 
tions to shuffle them before placing on 
each its serial number. In some dis- 
tricts, however, instead of the individ- 
ual cards, it was packs of cards, each 
representing a complete registration 
precinct that were shuffled. The first 
pack was opened then and the serial 
No. 1 placed on the first card. Serial 
numbers were placed in rotation. until 
the pack was exhausted, then contin- 
ued with the next pack picked up. 

Supposing that a pack ‘contained a 
thousand cards and was numbered from 
1 to 1,000. Then if the 1,000 group 
happened to be the first drawn in the 
little lottery every registered man in 
this specimen registration district 
must have been called for service be- 
fore his neighbors, just across the 
street, but in an adjoining precinct, 
were summoned. 

The drawing tomorrow was fixed 
at 10,500 numbers because an exemp- 
tion district in Lansing, Mich., has 
10,263 registered - men. That is the 
largest district on record here. Seven 
states have failed thus far to report 
their maximum districts, however, and 
10,500 names will be drawn to take 
care of the improbable possibility that 
a larger district will show up later. 

The change in plan throws an enor- 
mous burden of work on General Crow- 
der’s office, which had to be completed 
tonight. In one room a score of clerks 
pounded away with numbering ma- 
chines through the night, making up 
the 9,500 additional key numbers nec- 
essary. In another room fifty men, 
girls and boys toiled over bowls of 
black capsules, rolling: up the num- 
bered slips as they were received, and 
slipping them into the concealing gela- 
tine covering from which they will be 
taken by the announcers tomorrow. 

Alabama, first state on the roster of 
the Union, reports its largest exemp- 
tion district as eontaining 6,925 regis- 
trants. Then, in the drawing tomor- 
row, the numbers from 6,926 to 10,500, 
inclusive, can ‘be disregarded entirely 
so far as Alabama is concerned. 

By the same process, Arizona has no 
interest in numbers above 6,711; Arkan- 
sas, 6,052; Florida, 3,800; South Carolina, 
4,058: Tennessee, 4,144. 

The states whose maximum districts 
are not yet reported in Washington 
are Georgia, Louisiana, Massachusetts, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Texas and Ver- 
mont. Georgia’s largest district is re- 
ported to contain 4,491 registrants; 
Mississippi’s about 5,000, and Louisi- 
ana’s 4,479.

GERMANS PENETRATE 
RUSSIAN POSITIONS. 


Germans in East Galicia have penetrat- 
ed the Russian positions near Zlochoff 
on a wide front, according to the sup- 
plementary official communication is- 


Lemberg, capital of Galicia. The com- 


munication says: 

“In Flanders the artillery ‘battle con- 
tines. 

“Challenged by the offensive which 
the Russians have begun on our fronts 
by order of their government and in 
spite of their peace assertions we have 
launched a counter attack in eastern 
Galicia. German corps have pierced 
Russian positions east of Zlochoff on a 
wide front.”

Berlin, July 1$.—(Via London.)—To- 
day’s German official statement reads: 

“Eastern Theater—Army Group of 
Prince Leopold: The artillery activity 
south of Dvinsk and Smorgon, which 
has been lively for days, continued yes- 
terday. Northwest of Lutsk and on the 
east Galician front shock troop opera- 
tions which also brought about an in- 
crease in artillery activity resulted in 
the capture of numerous prisoners. 

‘South of the Dniester river the Rus- 
sians attacked with strong forces the 
height positions south of Kalusz which 
we had recaptured. ' They were repuls- 
ed everywhere with heavy losses. Be- 
tween the wooded Carpathians and the 
Black sea there. were no fighting ac-. 
tions of importance. 

“Macedonian Front: Between Lake 
Ochrida and Lake Presba on. Dobro- 
polje and on the left bank of the Var- 
dar there was lively artillery activity. 

“Western Front—Army Group of 
Prince Rupprecht: In Flanders the ar- 
tillery duel continues. In spite of the 
rain the fighting activity was concen- 


trated in artillery masses and was very 
lively throughout the day and_ the 
night. Reconnoitering thrusts in the 
coastal region and Ypres were  frus- 
trated before our lines. On the Artois 
front the artillery activity was lively 
at several points from La Bassee ca- 
nal to the southern bank of the Scarpe. 
‘Southwest of St. Quentin Hessian 
troops, after strong artillery preparayg 
tion, stormed French height positions 
the width of one kilometer. The ene- 
my left a large number of prisoners 
and several machine guns in our hands. 
He added to his losses by delivering 
counter attacks in the evening and this 
morning which broke down without at- 
taining success in front of the captur- 
ed trenches. The section of the Ger- 
man statement dealing with the fronts 
defended ‘by the German crown prince 
and Duke Albrecht says: 
“Army Group of the German 
Prince: The artillery activity was 
generally within limited bounds, but 
was revived at intervals in some sec- 
tors of the Aisne and the Champagne 
and on the left bank of the Meuse. At 
Hochburg our destructive fire forced 
the French to evacuate parts of the 
ground recently captured there. At 
Avocourt ‘wood one of our own attacks 
led to the recapturing of a trench 
which we had lost the day before. 
“Army Group of Duke Albrecht: 
There was nothing new to report.” 


RUSSIANS AGAIN 
ENTER NOVICA. 


Petrograd, July 19.—Russian troops 
have again driven into the Galician vil- 
lage of Novica, south of Kalusz, and 
now occupy the eastern end of that 
place. 


Petrograd, July 19.—The North and 
South agency reports that a Russian 
destroyer has sunk a German submarine 
in the Baltic bay by dropping bombs on 
it and that the crew of the submarine 
was drowned. 


GERMAN ATTACKS 
CHECKED BY FRENCH. 


Paris, July 19.—Tonight’s French of- 
ficial communication reads: 

“The artillery was particularly ac- 
tive today between the Somme and the 
Aisne. South of St. Quentin a fresh 
enemy attack delivered about 1:30 
o’clock against the hillock of Moulin- 
Sous-Toutvent failed completely. 

“After a bombardment of extreme 
violence, lasting the entire morning, 
the Germans attacked our positions 
from the northwest of Craonne as far 
as east of Hurtebise, sending forward 
the Fifth Guard division, which engag- 
ed at several points in thick waves. 
The attack was a complete failure on 
both wings; only in the center were 
the Germans able to reach some ele- 
ments of our first line trench, where 
counter attacks arrested them after 
they had suffered additional heavy 
losses. 

“There was a prolonged enemy bom- 
bardment on one side south of Corbeny 
and on the other as far as the region 
of Cerny, where the German infantry, 
caught under the fire of our artillery, 
was not able to debouch. . The artil- 
lery was active on the le®@ bank of 
the Meuse. 

“During the days of July 
there were thrown into Kheims 
shells. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘During the 
course of the night the artillery was 
active in the direction of Steenstraete 
and Wulpen; today the enemy shelled 
the rear of our positions, especially 
near Woesten and Lampernisze.’ 

“Eastern Theater, July 18: The day 
was calm on the whole front except 
on the Serbian sector, where the en(- 
my artillery carried out some bombar4 
ments.” 


BRITISH ADVANCE 
IN MESOPOTAMIA. 


London, July 19--An official report 
relating to the Mesopotamian campaign 
was issued tonight, showing a con- 
siderable British advance. The report 
reads: 

“On July 11 one of our columns en-

“Later reports show that the raids at- 
tempted by the enemy last night west 
of Cherisy were pressed with great de- 
termination and strongly supported by 
artillery. His raiding parties were re- 
pulsed by our infantry with rifle and 
machine gunfire and failed to reach our 
line at any point.”

the association. Mrs. Ashby said that 
the scope of women’s activities had 
been enlarged until there were now nine 
million women in the United States in 
industrial employment, and the number 
of them would probably soon be dou- 
bled on account of the conditions 
brought about by war. She scoffed the 
idea that suffrage would tend to dis- 
rupt the home or that it would involve 
any issue of race. Those were mere 
bugaboos, she said. 

“Equal suffrage 


is scheduled to ar- 
rive in every state in the union,” she 
concluded. ‘If it does not come through 
the states themselves, it will assuredly 
come by amendment to the federal con- 
stitution. Let us put Georgia in the 
rank of progressive states and not have 
suffrage forced on us against our 
wills.”’ 
Argues for Suffrage. 

Mrs. Beatrice Castleton, the first 
woman lawyer in Georgia to practice 
in the United States Courts, consumed 
the remainder of the time allowed to, 
her side of-the question. She said that 
a democracy that barred one-half of 
its population from the exercise of 
governmental functions was no true 
democracy. By delaying in this matter, 
Americans were allowing England and 
Russia, countries which we had regard- 
ed as ultra-con@ervative, to get ahead 
of us. 


Mrs. of Macon, 


Caroline Patterson, 
head of the Anti-Suffrage league of 
Georgia, made the opening speech 
against the bill. She said that the an- 
tis had organized because they did not 
want a few suffrage agitators to make 
the men think that a majority of the 
women were behind the movement.

ing back ought to have ceased. 


Opposition Unpardonable Now. 


“More, and I wish to emphasize this 
with all the earnestness of my nature, 
the country being then actually at war 
by act of congress, and the armies and 
their quick raising, national necessi- 
ties, criticism tending: to render abor- 
tive the legally-adopted plan, tending 
to create distrust and dowbt in the 
people’s minds, tending to hinder and 
weaken the defense of the nation, tend- 
ing to give aid and comfort to the ene- 
my, is unpardonable in a minority or 
in one senator or representative. 

“I do do not criticize congress for 
reasonable delay in studying and pere 
fecting bilis—not at all. That is its 
duty. What I criticize in the senate 


and not in the house ts the time con- 
sumed and the methods used in per- 
fecting crudely drawn bills. 

“I defy anyone to read the senate de- 
bates and not finish with the convic- 
tion that some senators are indulging 
more in carping criticism and fault- 
finding with some official than they 
are in honest efforts to perfect bills. 
The people of the country know them 
and they have their eyes on their 
methods. Every day counts in war, in 
money spent and in lives sacrificed, and 
as sure as the sun shines there will 
come a day of reckoning for congress- 
men who are stalling and criticising 
through weeks perfecting a bill which 
might have been considered and passed 
in one week. 

“One senator objects to a vote on an 
[aviation corps appropriation, and sev- 
enty-five or eighty others, ready to 
vote, sit idly and wait the pleasure of 
La Follette for a vote, and he waiting 
on the nods of his Wisconsin-German 
constituents. 


“Another says he proposes to spend 
no American lives in settling European 
boundary lines. Neither do I, but I, for 
one, am willing to spend lives and for- 
tunes in whipping Germany so prompt- 
ly and so thoroughly that her obsessed 
divinely anointed kaiser will never be 
in position again to intrigue for a 
coalition between his country, Mexico 
and Japan to unsettle one inch of 
United States boundary Hne.”

One automo- 
bile early today attempted to dodge the 
patrols. It was caught and found to be 
occupied by persons who were distrib- 
uting anarchistic handbills. The occu- 
pants showed fight and were beaten 
soundly by cossacks and then taken 
into custody. In the big circle in front 
of the windows of the winter palace 
half a dozen armored cars were held 


in readiness for an emergency and in 
the barracks nearby several thousand 
troops were kept under arms. Similar 
preparations were made in other quar- 
ters of the city. Only in the district 
beyond the Neva have the disturbing 
elements a semblance of control, but 
thus far they have been inactive. They 
are reported to have announced they 
were waiting for reinforcements from 
Kronstadt. 

On the other hand, a circular distrib- 
uted in the streets, purporting to have 
been issued by the Bolsheviki, declares 
they have held the city in their power 
for two days and that they are con- 
tent with this state of affairs, hav- 
ing no further ambition. In the vi- 
cinity of the parliament building, 
whic is occupied by government 
troops, quiet prevalls.

Iron Ore Excluded. 

An amendment by Senator Kenyon 
seeking to include iron ore and its 
products, including steel, farm imple- 
ments and tools, and binding twine, 
was rejected, 44 tuo 28. The senate 
also rejected by identical votes of 50 
to 27, amendments by Senator New- 
lands to add iron, steel, copper and 
aluminum and its products and by Sen- 
ator Borah to add fertilizers and their 
ingredients. Senator Husting’s amend- 
ment to give the president power at 
any time to place additional products 
under federal control was rejected, 58 
to 15. 

During a recurrency of the contro- 
versy over Herbert Hoover's appoint- 
ment, an amendment under which Mr. 
Hoover would be specifically designated 
as food administrator, was introduced 
by Senator Jones, of Washington, who 
declared the food contro] fight had cen- 
tered around Mr. Hoover and that the 
senate “should definitely decide if it 
wants him appointed.”

SHIPBUILDING ROW 


President Asked to Furnish 

Full Information—Differ- 
ences Between Goethals 
and Board Seem But Lit- 
tle Nearer Settlement.

Washington, July 19.—Congress took 
note of the shipbuilding row today when 
the senate passed without debate a res- 
olution offered by Senator Smoot call- 
ing on President Wilson to furnish in- 
formation concerning the government's 
Ship construction program. 

The resolution asked for facts from 

the shipping board on building con- 
‘tracts let or pending, names of con- 
tractors and contract prices, together 
with other information to assist the sen- 
|ate in considering requests for further 
appropriations. Another half billion 
‘dollars for ship construction will be 
asked, the shipping board announced 
recently, as soon as its estimates are 
approved by the president. 

Meanwhile members of the shipping 
board and Major General! Goethals, man- 
ager of the Board’s Emergency Fleet 
corporation, continued discussion of 
General Goethals’ plans for building 
two government ship plants and for 
commandeering tonnage building in pri- 
vate yards. Genera] Goethals met with 
the board in the morning and in the 
|}afternoon the board held a separate 
conference. 

Seeks Further Light. 

Chairman Denman announced to- 
night that the board seeks further in- 
formation concerning the general’s pro- 
igram and that no decision as to ap- 
proving the program will be made until 
the subject has been given full con- 
sideration. 

Fersons in close touch with the sit- 
uation still see possibilities of differ- 
ence between General Goethals and the 
board, which will be hard to settle. 
There have been intimations that the 
board may disapprove of parts of the 
general's scheme. If this’ situation 
arises many believe it may be necessary 
for President Wilson to decide finally 
as to who shall be in supreme charge 
of the building program. Friends of 
General Goethals say he may refuse to 
accept the board’s suggestions if they 
involve radical changes in his plans. 

Chairman Denman’s statement to- 
night indicates that the board does not 
agree with General Goethals as to sites 
for the government plants, and that it 
will insist that they must be placed on 
government-owned land, and that the 
general abandon his plan for giving 
contractors who build the plants option 
to purchase them, 

The shipping board, it is understood, 
is determined that profits in building 
the fabricated ships be held down and 
that there shall be no double profit on 
manufacture of the steel for the ships 
and on actual construction. 

Statement by Denman. 

Chairman Denman’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“We are rapidly acquiring full infor- 
mation as to the contracts proposed to 
be let by General Goethals last Mon- 
day. We expect to receive tomorrow 


facts as to the amount of the estimated 


$150 per dead-weight-ton per ship which 
is to be spent in the government yards 
and the amount which is to be spent of 
the total product in the private yards 
where the ships are to be tabricated. 

“The matter of commandeering is a 
matter for discussion with the state de- 
partment, which probably will be de- 
cided almost immediately. Although the 
general plan of commandeering has 
been approved by the administration, 
how it will be worked out in detail pre- 
sents questions which will receive im- 
mediate decision. 

‘We are receiving every assistance 
and co-operation from General Goethals 
that his government ability can give 
us. The government fabricating yards 
' will be built on government and not on 
|' leased property and no agreement 1ook- 
(ing to the giving up of any of these 
'yards to private interests will be en- 
‘tered into at this time. 

‘“‘Adequate compensation will be paid 
to interests who will be asked to assist 
the government whose services can be 
accepted for the rapid construction of 
ships. These men are not of the type 
to ask stimulating profits beyond a 
fair return for their abilities and en- 
terprise, and with General Goethals’ 
assistance we have no doubt contracts 
will be shortly closed.”

The suffragists insisted he had become 
convinced that the country was arous- 
ed over the workhouse sentences. 

Every party to the incident, however, 
was left to its own speculations. Sec- 
retary Tumulty said issuance of the 
pardons would have to speak for it- 
self, and all other officials in a ‘posi- 
tion to know the president’s thoughts 
on the subject were silent. 

“The president’s action in no way 
affects the general suffrage situation,” 
said the woman’s party statement. “The 
only difference it makes, as we see it, 
is that the women are out of jail. That 
is a matter of little concern to us com- 
pared with the concern we feel over 
the great vital issue for which we are 
fighting. Picketing will be resumed 
very soon and with utmost vigor.’ 

No date has been set for the next 
demonstration, but it probably will be 
Saturday. The suffragist leaders say 
they fully expect that the next body of 
pickets wil] be arrested and sentenced 
to the workhouse.

SERVED SOLONS AT TECH 


Members of Legislature Hear 


Speeches and Inspect 
Plant. 


Underneath the large oak trees which 
@uard the entrance to the main build- 
ing of the Georgia School of Technol- 
Ofy, nearly every member of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia were guests 
of the executive board of the college 
yesterday at a real old-fashioned Geor- 
gia barbecue. 

With President Sam Olive, of the 
state senate, presiding, ex-Governor 
Nat E. Harris told of the early strug- 
gle for existence which the college 
underwent, and brought the history of 
the college up, until it stands today 
unequalled by any like school of the 
south. 

Seaborn Wright, of Rome, followed 
with a eulogy on Governor Harris as 
being “primarily the founder of Tech, 
and who by his efforts has been large- 
ly instrumental in its present success.” 

John N. Holder, speaker of the house, 
made a short talk, assuring the advo- 
cates of Tech that the present general 
assembly of Georgia “are a conserva- 
tive body of men, gathered here to pro- 
mote the welfare of the state, and you 
will find when they have adjourned 
that they have done nothing against 
the best principles of education.” 


Dr. Matheson Talks. 


Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of 
Tech, ended the list of speakers. He 
invited the assembly to make an in- 
spection of all buildings of the col- 
lege, and see for themselves the equip- 
ment they have, and that which is bad- 
ly needed. 

“The Tech campus,” Dr. Matheson 
began, “now comprises twenty-five 
acres of land, where eleven years ago 
it had only nine. We have eighteen 
bulldings, only two of which were giv- 
en by the state. Partial appropriation 
was made by the state on three more, 
however, and in the last twelve years 
we have been increased by eight me- 
morial and other’ buildings. Among 
these are the Y. M. C. A., where we 
are moulding the character of our stu- 
dents; the Carnegie library, the chem- 
ical laboratory, three dormitories, an@ 
the athletic field, valued at $50,000, do- 
nated by John W. Grant.” 

He then told of how $850,000 has 
been expended on the college and 
Srounds since 1904, and of how the 
state had donated only $62,500 of this 
amount—-$10,000 in 1904; $17,500 in 
1908, and $35,000 in 1910. There are 
now eight courses in engineering 
taught at the school, he said, and ended 
with a’‘request that the state appro- 
priate $30,000 necessary to installing 
machinery, which has been donated, in 
the new power house. 


Power House Inspected. 


After the luncheon the assembly vis- 
ited the power house, which was donat- 
ed by members of the alumni. The 
machinery to be installed there has 
been donated’ by manufacturers over 
the country, the offer of some of which, 
he said, would be recalled, unless it ig 
installed shortly. The machinery do- 
nated is valued at $150,000. 

Governor Harris told the assembly 
that just prior to coming to the bar- 
becue, he had talked with Governor 
Iiugh Dorsey, who had requested him 
to explain to the members that he was 
unable to attend, but that he hoped 
they would leave with a deeper realiza- 
tion of the opportunity which the col- 
lege offered to the young men of Geor- 
gia. : 

Sitting around tables on the side of 
the hill, legislators of Georgia were 
entirely in a happy mood. During the 
dinner, sallies were exchanged freely 
among them, and everybody was in a 
receptive mood for the speeches which 
followed.

Atlanta’s municipal leaders establish- 
ed a speed record yesterday afternoon 
that will probably stand unequaled for 
many a day to come. 

Here is the record of the work done 
in just 35 minutes: Council held two 
meetings; the aldermanic board met 
once; the June finance sheet was 
amended; provision was made for the 
repaving of North avenue, and Mayor 
Pro Tem. Kelley looked over the work 
of council and aldermanic board, de- 
clared that it was good, and signed the 
necessary papers making it legal and 
complete. 

The two meetings of council were 
necessary because of a special ruling 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson. He 
ruled that council could not condemn 
a street paving and authorize new pav- 
ing until council first had amended 
the June finance sheet in order to pro- 
vide the money for the street paving 
work. , 

County Offers $15,000. 

The county of Fulton had offered to re- 
pave North avenue from Williams 
street to the railroad, giving the city 
$15,000 for this work. 

The first meeting of council was be- 
gun at 3 o'clock. The offer of the 
county commissioners was accepted and 
the $15,000 put into the June finance 
sheet for this. work. 

After passing a few other resolutions 
of minor character council adjourned 
and the aldermanic board held a meet- 
ing and concurred in council's action 
in accepting the county offer and 
amending the June finance sheet. 

This board immediately adjourned 
and Mayor Pro Tem. Kelley placed his 
signature to ordinances accepting the 
$15,000 and amending the June finance 


sheet, making them law. 
Council Meets Again. 


General council then held its second 
meeting and passed ordinances con- 
demning the present pavement on North 
avenue, and authorizing the repaving 
of this street. 

Work to Start Soon. 

At the first meeting of council a res- 
olution was passed relieving the county 
of Fulton of all responsibility for dam- 
ages likely to result from blasting by 
the county forces which are opening 
the ditch from the Hemphill avenue 
pumping station to the cantonment 
camp at Camp Gordon. The city as- 
sumes all liability for damages both in- 


side and outside the city limits. 

Superintendent W. Zode Smith states 
that the water main from the city to 
Camp Gordon will be ready in time for 
the big cantonment.

LET THE WOMEN JIN! 


Mrs. Effie Landrum Shelton, chairman of 
the higher education for women committee 
of the State Federation of Women's Clubs ot 
Georgia, in a communication appearing else- 
where upon this page, makes a strong argu- 
ment in tavor of the admission of women at 
least to the junior and senior classes of the

state university. 

A bill to empower the trustees ot the 
University of Georgia to acquire the equip- 
ment of Lucy Cobb institute as the nucleus 
of a separate university for women is pend- 
ing before the general assembly. 

Viewing the matter as an abstract propo- 
sition—and, more than that, in full recogni- 
tion of the fact that under certain conditions 
Lucy Cobb institute could be used by the 
State university to valuable advantage in 
connection with freshmen and sophomore 
work—and for dormitory purposes, Mrs. 
Shelton’s position is unanswerable. 

As Mrs. Shelton points out, Georgia is one 
of only three states of the union which re- 
fuse to admit women to their universities. 
The other two are Virginia and Florida, in 
each of which states, however, the matter is 
now pending “for immediate and definite 
settlement.” So it looks as though if Geor- 
gia is right in its position, nearly all of its 
sister states are wrong. 

The women do not ask for admission 
to the university for the entire four-year 
course; but only for the junior and senior 
years, because the state’s other educational 
institutions are adequate to carry them 
through the freshmen and sophomore years. 
But the branches do not admit the women 
students to a university degree, so their 
graduates are compelled, if they obtain a 
degree, to either pay their way in the state 
or to go outside of Georgia for it——-which 
many.of them are doing. 

The privilege asked for could very easily 
be granted; and, too, without any alteration 
of the university's curriculum and with little, 
if any, increase in expense. 

In the university—as in any other institu- 
tion of higher learning—there is constantly 
going on a “weeding out” process, from the 
freshman to the senior years; but the curric- 
ulum and the facilities of the institution are 
of necessity planned upon the theory that 
every student who matriculates will continue 
through the entire four years to graduation. 

Therefore, due to the inevitable elimina- 
tion process, there are fewer students in the 
sophomore year than there were freshmen; 
fewer juniors than sophomores, and fewer 
seniors than there were juniors—leaving 
adequate facilities for the accommodation of 
junior and senior students additional to the 
mumber automatically coming up from the 
sophomore year. 

Why not, then, open at least these two 
years to the women graduates from other 
institutions of the state, who desire only to 
take the finishing work and attain the uni 
versity degrees? 

Chancellor Barrow warmly recommends 
the suggestion, and the chancellor knows 
what he is talking about. ‘ 

The process is simple; and the principle 
is not only fair, but it involves a matter of 
plain justice to the ambitious womanhood of 
the state. 


ENDOWMENTS EXEMPTION. 


The Christian Index, the official spokes- 
man for the Baptist denomination in Geor- 
gia, in an editorial which we reproduce in 
another column of this page, gives some ex- 
cellent reasons why college endowments 
should be freed from taxation burdens in 
Georgia. 

The significant feature in connection 
with The Christian Index’s indorsement of 
the endowment exemption principle is the 
fact that when the matter was before the 
general assembly a year ago this publication 
did not support it.. 

The legislative bill providing for the ex- 
émption of college endowments has been 
favorably reported by the constitutional 
amendments committee of the house, and 
will shortly be put upon its passage.

CONSERVE THIS WINE. 


Just because Georgia is a prohibition 
state there would be neither sense nor rea- 
son in the destruction of $40,000 worth of 
perfectly good wine, which a late generous 
citizen of the state bequeathed to the state 
university, and which now is in the state’s 
possession awaiting disposal. 

A bill pending in the house of representa- 
tives, adversely reported, provides that this 
wine be sold outside of Georgia, since sale of 
it within the state is forbidden by law. 

In the senate is pending another bill, pro- 
viding that the wine be poured out into the 
gutter. 

Every ounce of this wine could be put to 
good use in the hospitals and the industries 
of this country. And the conditions brought 
about by the war only emphasize the need 
for it, and at the same time the folly that 
would be committed in its destruction. 

If the legislature is unwilling to “cash” 
the wine, why not make the federal govern- 
ment a present of these 20,000 barrels of in- 
hibited beverage, to be used either for me- 
chanical, scientific or medicinal purposes, as 
Uncle Sam might see fit to use it? 

Or, in keeping with the excellent sugges- 
tions. of Harry Hodgson, of Athens, and Col- 
onet JOH. Felker, of Monroe, in communica- 
tions published elsewhere on this page, it 
might be donated to the Red Cross. Why 
not? Tine Red Cross would be able to put 
it to serving a humanitarian purpose in the 
military hospitals abroad and at home, and 
in strict conformity with the law. 

There are abundant opportunities for put- 
ting it to worthy and legal use, and for not 
engaging in any such baby business as throw- 
ing this wine away would be.

AN ENCOURAGING VOTE. 


Land title registration principle, when 
put under its initial test in the Georgia legis- 
lature, came through with flying colors. 

The house of representatives Thursday 
put itself on record as favoring the Torrens 
system when, by a vote of 133 to $1, it 
passed the Barfield bill providing for the 
adoption of such a system in this state. 

It is to be hoped that the senate will also 
act favorably on the bill, so that Georgia 
property-owners and future investors will be 
given the benefit of the reform contemplated 
by the act. 

Opposition to the land title registration 
system is,wholly without justifiable grounds; 
and the position of the opponents to it can 
be accounted for only upon the theory that 
the professional abstract corporations must 
live—and fatten—upon toll taken from the 
taxpayers for service which should be, and 
under the Torrens system would -be, per- 
formed by the state itself, 

If the legislature has at heart the inter- 
ests of the abstractors above those of the 
property-owners of Georgia, it will defeat the 
Torrens registration principle. ~ 

But the overwhelming passage of the 
Barfield bill by the house indicates clearly 
that such is not the case—let us hope that 
the senate, seeing the very great need for 
the legislation proposed by this measure, 
will act likewise on it.

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Editor Constitution: The bill now before 
the legislature requesting that the trustees 
of the University of Georgia be empowered 
to take over the equipment of Lucy Cobb 
institute amd to establish a separate state 
university does not have the support of all 
the women jof Georgia. 

The women who seek to enter the uni- 
versity desire training in some one of the 
special departments of the university, such 
as agriculture and domestic science, educa- 
tion and psychology, commercial and other 


business courses, premedical and Red Cross } 


trainine. It would be expensive and waste- 
ful of the resources of Georgia to duplicate 
all of these courses in a separate university 
for women; and it is almost certain that no 
adequate equipment in these special depart- 
ments will be provided for women in a sepa- 
rate institution. The equipment of the col- 
lege of agriculture, the school of education, 
the science departments, the school of com- 
merce, and other departments cannot be du- 
plicated in a separate institution without 
a large and wasteful expenditure of money. 
If additional funds can be provided, they 
Should be used in completing the equipment 
of the departments of one institution rather 
than in equipping inadequately another. 
Some of the departments now have few stu- 
dents and can train the women with no addi- 
tional expense. If a university for women 
should be established, some of the depart- 
ments would also receive but few students. 
Such a system would be inexcusably waste- 
ful. : 

Take in Lucy Cobb for preliminary work, 
or for dormitory purposes, but what we ask 
is that the university itself be opened to the 
women for junior and senior work. 

U. S. Makes No Distinction. 

The federal government has provided a 
large part of the support of the university, 
and this support has been accepted by plain 
State statutes providing that women shall 
not be discriminated against. The appro- 
priations from the Morrill act have been de- 
nied to women illegally for more than forty 
years, while even the negroes have been 
provided for with a part of this fund. 

The provision for the higher education 
of women at the hands of the state on the 
same basis as for men is a matter of com- 
mon justice that almost all the states have 
provided for by admitting the women to their 
state universities. This is true of our _bor- 
der southern states. Will Georgia longer 
deny women their full rights by providing an 
inferior institution for them? 

The education of our women is something 
more than a matter of justice. It is en- 
lightened selfishness whether considered 
from the standpoint of pride in our people 
or of wealth in our state. 

Our women cannot aspire to a college ed- 
ucation by the assistance of the state. Shall 
we longer turn a deaf ear to the women or 
Georgia who are seeking to serve their state 


. the oldest states 


better? Shall we allow this resource of 


Georgia to remain undeveloped? 

Every state in the union admits women 
to its university, except Virginia, 
and Georgia, and Virginia and Florida now 
have the question up for immediate and def- 
inite settlement. Of the twelve state uni- 
versities in the south, including North Caro- 
lina, Kentucky, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Texas, twenty-five per cent of the students 
are women. 

Is it not surprising that the largest, most 
populous and wealthiest, as well as one of 
in the southeast, has not 
yet provided collegiate education for its 
women? 

Withholding Opportunities. 

Large libraries that require years tu build 
up, laboratories and other equipment that 
require liberal appropriations, and teachers 
whose scholarship has ripened with years of 
specialization, are necessary for upper class 
and graduate work. 

Georgia has done well in establishing nor- 
mal schools, but the curricula of these are 
not collegiate. To become a teacher inan ac- 
credited high school of Georgia the follow- 
ing requirements must be met: 

“The minimum .scholastic attainments of 
three-fogrths of all secondary teachets of 
academic subjects in any accredited school 
shall be equivalent to graduation from a 
standard college.” 

If the state of 
collegiate education 


Georgia fails to provide 
for women, it not 
withholding from Georgia women a fair 
share of opportunity to teach in accredited 
high schools and, of course, in the normal 
schools and colleges of the state” 

To admit women to the junior, senior 
and graduate classes of the University of 
Georgia would work no

financial hardship 
upon the state, nor would it antagonize the 
interests of any other state school. 

The University of Georgia receives an- 
nually a federal appropriation for education 
without restrictions as to sex, but up to the 
present time women of Georgia have shared 
in no portion of this national fund. 

Teaching is only one of the fields of ac- 
tivity open to women. A state should train 
its women as broadly and thoroughly as it 
does its men. If a liberal education is de- 
sirable for men, isit not equally so for wom- 
en? Does not the welfare of the state, the 
well-being of the nation, depend upon wom- 
en as well as well as upon men? 

The State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
respectfully requests co-operation in this 
appeal to the legislature to open the upper 
classes of the university for the instruction 
of young women, thereby affording them the 
Follegiate training not obtained elsewhere in 
the state. 3

Endowments Exemption Bill

There is a movement on foot to secure 
the passage of a bill at the next meeting of 
the legislatuyge to exempt college endow- 
ments from taxation. The exemption sought 
does not include real estate, but does in- 
clude bonds, mortgages and other forms of 
investment. The national government does 
not levy a tax on the income from college 
endowments, nor does it collect duty on 
goods imported by colleges. Georgia is one 
of only a éew states which does not ex- 
empt college endowments from taxation, 
and this fact does not encourage philan- 
thropists to give largely toward the endow- 
ment of colleges. We are unalterably op- 
posed to receiving any favors from the state 
that approaches its union with the church, 
but the various denominational colleges in 
Georgia are giving, at the expense of the 
churches the same kind of an education that 
state institutions give.

‘Pditor Constitution: In the eighth par- 
agraph of your otherwise excellent and ap- 
preciative article on Bishop-elect H. J. Mi- 
kell an error occurs which, for the sake of 
the truth of history, it is deemed advisanla 
to correct. Reference is made to the bish- 
op-elect’'s father taking the flags “after the 
fort was given up.” 

The city of Charleston withstood for 587 
days of continuous’ military operations 
against it a siege absolutely unparalleled 
in the history of warfare and to the everlast- 
ing renown of her defenders remained vir- 
gin to the end 

But Charleston never surrendered! 

There glory enough to shed imperish- 
able luster upon both besiegers and besieged 
—in the supreme efforts of federal numbers, 
courage and resources, and in the unconquer- 
able determination and superhuman achieve- 
ments of confederate ingenuity and engt- 
neering skill, to make every true American 
heart beat quicker at the recollection of this 
superb chapter in our nation’s history, over 
which, indeed, “all the world wondered.” 
The splendid sacrifices of the bestegers lose 
none of their merits because of the failure 
to achieve the impossible, and the heroism 
of the besieged was too magnificent to per- 
mit even a suspicion of defeat to mar the 
page which holds the story of the glory of 
their successful passage through the desper- 
ate trial. Fort Sumter, the towering senti-

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LAND TITLE MEASURE Franchise Favored HT DEBATE IN SENATE 


5 PASSED BY HOUSE 


Only One Speech in Opposition 
to the Bill—Tax Bill 
Recommitted. 


By the overwhelming vote of 133 to’ 


31, the house yesterday passed the Bar- 
field bill, providing for the registra- 
tion by the superior courts of land ti- 
tiles. The measure is an adaptation of 
What is wenerally known as the Tor- 
rens system of registering land titles, 
Which has already given general satis- 
faction in eleven states of the union 
Which have adopted it. 

The measure was drafted by a spe- 
cial commission, authorized by joint 
resolution of the general assembly in 
1914 and compvused of R. N. Holtzclaw, 
S M. Turner and A. G. Powell. The 
bil, as it was passed, was in the main 
the work of Judge Powell, the well- 
known Atlanta lawyer and former judge 
of the court of appeais. The only mem- 
ber of the commission who is also a 
“member of the present house, is Mr. 
Turner, who represents Brouks county. 

The bill was passed just as it was 
presented, with the exception of a sin- 
gle amendment, offered by Mr. Jones, 
of Coweta, whieh provides that suits 
against the state treasurer on the in- 
Surance fund to be deposited in the 
treasury for the warranty of registered 
titles may be brought in the county 
where the land lies, rather than in Ful- 
ton county as the bill originally pro- 
vided. e 

Burkhalter Opposes Bill. 


The opposition to the bill was based 
muinly on its length and complexity, 
some of the members urging that they 
had not had sufficient time to study it 
and did not.understand it. The only 
speaker against the ‘bill Thursday who 
attacked it as a vicious measure was 
Mr. Burkhalter of Tattnall who con- 
sumed the time allowed in explaining 
his vote in urging that the measure had 
been forced through without’ giving 
members an opportunity to understand 
it-and that it would impose untold evils 
on the people. 

Mr. Burwell of Hancock asked unani- 
mous consent that the house resolve 
itself into a committee of the whole 
to consider the bill and later that Judge 
Arthur Powell be given twenty minutes 
to explain its provisions, but each time 
he was blocked by objections. 

Mr. Burwell voted for the bill, but 
Made these requests, he said, in order 
that members might have a better un- 
derstanding of it. Arguments for the 
bill were made by Messrs. Anderson of 
Jenkins, Davis of Laurens and Arnold 
of Clay. The previous question was 
called by Mr. Beck of Carroll. An 
amendment proposed by Mr. Swift of 
Muscogee was lost and one proposed 
by Mr. Jones of Coweta adopted. The 
ayes and nays were then called for. 

Mr. Johnson of Bartow, chairman of 
the general agriculture committee No. 
1, to which the bill had been referred, 
had, under the rulés of the house, twen- 
ty minutes in which to conclude the ar- 
gument for the bill. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
asked and was granted permission not 
to vote on the ground that he did not 
understand the measure. Several other 
members asked for the same privilege, 
but were refused. They voted against 
the bill. 

There was a ripple of excitement in 
the house earlier in the séssion when a 
ruling of the speaker allowed house bill 
No. 34, by (Mr. Trammell of Harris. one 
of the bills directed towards the repeal 
of the tax equalization law. to be taken 
from the committee on ways and means 
and recommitted to the ,.eneral agri- 
ecnlture committee No. 1. 

The house was working under the 
head of unanimous consents when Mr. 
Trammell asked that this disposition be 
made of the bill. Mr. Swift of Muscogee 
rose to his feet and asked repeatedly 
for recegnition. The speaker, however, 
did not recognize him, as there were 
several demanding recognition at the 
time, and after recommitting the bill 
to the general agriculture committee 
named, recognized Mr. McCrory of 
Schley on another matter. 

Change of Ruling Asked. 

As soon as he could gain recognition, 
Mr. Swift told the speaker that he had 
sought recognition before the ruling 
was made, in order that he might hear 
the caption of bill No. 34 read and ob- 
ject to its recommittal. The speaker 
then ruled that it was too late to change 
his ruling and that Mr. Swift should 
have objected when addressing the 
speaker. Mr. Swift said that he was 
acting under the rules of the house, 
rule 17 saying that ‘‘when any member 
is about to speak in debate or deliver 
any matter to the howse, he shall rise 
in his seat and respectfully address 
himself to “Mr. Speaker.’ ”’ 

The speaker declined to change his 
ruling, however, maintaining that the 
matter had already passed. 

Mr. McCrory of Schley introduced a 
resolution instructing the state super- 
intendent of education to have a text 
book on civil government prepared on 
a royalty basis suitable for adoption in 
the common schools. The resolution 
was referred to the committee on edu- 
eation.

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‘Committee Asks Law Giv- 


gia Sailors and Soldiers 
Serving Outside Her Boun- 
daries. 


Among the bills favorably reported 
by the general judiciary committee No. 
1, of the house, at its meeting yester- 
day afternoon, was one by Representa- 
tive Bale, of Floyd, the object of which 
is to give the Georgia soldiers and sail- 
ors an opportunity to vote while they 
are absent from the state in national 
service. 

The bill was modeled on a similar 
law enacted by Virginia, Mr. Bale said, 
and while it was somewhat long and 
complex and necessarily gave the priv- 
ilege of voting to other absentees reg- 
istered voters as well as soldiers and 
sailors, he thought that it was about 
the best that could be framed. 

The committee also recommended a 
joint resolution, offered by the Elbert 
county delegation. authorizing the gov- 
ernor to bring suit in the United States 
supreme court to determine the bound- 
ary line between the states of Geor- 
gia and South Carolina. The line has 
been brought into question in the mat- 
ter of certain islands in the Savannah 
river, over which a power company has 
constructed a dam, the state railroad 
commission claiming jurisdiction over 
the power company on the ground that 
all the islands in the Savannah river 
are within the jurisdiction of Georgia. 

Other bills acted on favorably were: 

Br Mr. Allen, of Upson, and Atkin- 
son, of Fulton—To supply officers of 
the state with copies of Parks’ anno- 
tated code. 

By Mr. Veazy, of Warren—To amend 
the Veazy act of 1916 so as to require 
judges to include its features in their 
charges to grand juries. 

By Mr. Smith, of Fulton—To amend 
the code with regard to the powers and 
functions of trust companies. 

A bill by (Mr. Conger, of Decatur, to 
prohibit judges of the superior court 
from running for another office within 
two years after the expiration of their 
terms, was referred to a sub-committee 
composed of Messrs. Conger, McCall 
and Swint, for amendment. 

The general agriculture committee 
of the house, No. 1, again had under con- 
sideration the market bureau measures. 
Two bills have been introduced, pro- 
viding for the creation of a market bu- 
reau in the department of agriculture, 
one by Mr. Cheney, of Cobb, and the 
other by Mr. Burkhalter, of Tattnall. 
After considerable discussion in which 
the features of the rival bills were 
urged by their friends, the whole mat- 
ter was referred to a subcommittee with 
direction to draw a substitute embody- 
ing provisions from both bills, which 
seemed to meet with favor from the 
committee. 


THOMPSON TELLS 
OF RAILROAD WORK 
FOR U.S. IN THE WAR 


The railroads were responsible for 
the successful French resistance at 
the Marne, where the German tide of 
invasion was swept back in time to 
save France, and the American rail- 
roads will play as vital a part in the 
American army’s progress to victory, 
according to Arthur W. 
vice president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, and member of the Na- 
tional Security league. 

The occasion of his remarks was an 
address delivered before the Southern 
and Southwestern Railway club at the 
Piedmont hotel Thursday morning. 
His speech was based on the work the 
railroads are doing for America in the 
war. No truer exhibition of patri- 
otism has been given, he said, than 
in the action of the railway authori- 
ties of the country in turning over 
the entire rail properties to the com- 
mittee of five men composing a rail- 
road council of war. 

“Upon the efficiency maintained by 
the railroads in upholding the burdens 
thrust upon them by the war,” he 
said, “will also depend in a large 
measure the esteem in which they 
will be held in the future. To this 
end of national service the railroads 
are striving as one great machine 
controlled by one man, and with but 
a single purpose in view—to help win 


the war. 

The speaker was a member of the 
committee which accompanied Field 
Marshal Joffre on his tour of the 
United States. On that occasion, said 
Mr. Thompson, the French hero told 
him that the railroads were responsi- 
ble in a great measure for the victory 
of the Marne.

OVER WEEVIL COMMITTEE 


! Resolution Finally Carries by 


25 to 10 Vote—The Senate 
Again Reverses Itself. 


After a debate which consumed prag- 
tically half of the time of the Thursday 
session of the senate, the senate de- 
cided to concur in the joint resolution 
of the house for the appointment of a 
legislative investigating committee of 
one from the senate and two from the 
house to visit the boll weevil experi- 
ment stations conducted under the su- 
pervision of the state department of 
entomology at Valdosta and Thomas- 
ville. President Olive appointed Sena- 
tor Council, of the Thirteenth, to repre- 
sent the senate. The house represen- 
tatives have not yet been appointed. 

This is the same $40 resolution over 
which the house spent about $700 worth 
of time several days ago. 

The opposition to tue resolution came 
as something of a surprise, and was 
based on the ground largely that the 
committee probably could do no good 
by going, while Senator Heath alleged 
frankly that, in his opinion, the send- 
ing of the committee to make the pro- 

osed inspection was but a scheme to 
eet an increased appropriation for the 
work and overcome the expressed deter- 
mination of the members of this gen- 
eral assembly. 

Senators Elders, Hopkins, Andrews 
and others spoke in favor of the reso- 
lution, urging the importance of the 
cotton crop to the state, especially the 
Sea Island crop, and the necessity for 
overcoming the ravages of the boll 
weevil insofar as possible. 

Opposing the resolution were Sena- 
tors Heath, Wohlwender and others. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote 
of 25 to 10. ‘ 

Senate Reverses Itself Again. 


The senate, within the last few days, 
has developed something of a habit of 
acting upon a bill and the next day 
reconsidering and reversing itself. 
When this performance was repeated 
Thursday upon the bill providing for 
one county to lease its convicts to an- 
other for road work, several senators 
formerly in favor of the bill voted 
against the reconsideration, on the 
ground that the senate shauld make up 
its mind what it wanted to do, do it 
and let it stay done. ; 

The bill was killed at Wednesday's 
session, but the motion Thursday of 
Senator Stevens to reconsider Wed- 
nesday’s action carried by a vote of 21 
to 1i¢. 

A house joint resolution, requiring 
state house officers to mail their an- 
nual reports to members of the legis- 
lature by June 1, was adopted. 

Andrews Bill Defeated. 


The Andrews bill, giving the state 
department of commerce and labor ju- 
risdiction over the regulation of immi- 

ation and employment agents, was 

efeated. It was argued on the floor of 

the senate that now it is a misdemean- 
or entailing a fine of $1,000 or a year 
on the gang for an immigration agent 
to operate in the state, whereas the 
proposed measure would open the gates 
upon payment of a $600 license fee. 

Among the new bills introduced in 
the senate Thursday was one by Sen- 
ator Dukes, of the First district, which 
would give the railroad commission au- 
thority to prescribe minimum rates to 
be charged by gas and electric com- 
panies. The effect of this ‘bill would 
be to settle such cases as that of the 
Savannah Electric cempany and the Sa- 
vannah Lighting company, wherein 
one of these companies petition the 
railroad commission to prescribe a 
minimum rate and put a stop to a cut- 
throat rate-cutting war between the 
two corporations. The commission held 
that it_was withont authority. 


General Dissatisfaction 


Thompson, ! 


Shown Over Immigration 
Of Negroes, Says Haden 


| That the dissatisfaction over the in- 
| flux of negroes into the north is not 
‘being felt in East St. Louis alone, but 
‘that the friction, while its expression 
{has not been so severe elsewhere, is be- 
\ing shown generally through the north 
and west, is the statement of Charles 
J. Haden, of Atlanta, who has just re- 
turned from Chicago. 

“The indications in Chicago are man- 
ifestly pointing to trouble from the ne- 
gro immigration,” said Mr. Haden. “It 
is estimated 40,000 have settled in that 
city since January 1. Trades unions are 
dissatisfied. 

“Considerable trouble has come from 
damage suits arising from neglect to 
serve or furnish accommodations in 
restaurants and hotels and other public 
service places to negroes on full equal- 
ity. These suits are brought in many 
instances by negro lawyers, and it is 
charged that in many instances the 
cases are planned in advance. There 
being no segregated district or “Jim 
Crow” laws, the mixing since the num- 
lber has increased, to an appreciable 
lextent, is producing considerable fric- 
ition. The consensus of best opinion 
seems to be that If the inflow continues 
at the present rate much longer, out- 
breaks are inevitable. 

“The amount of space given to the 
subject by the daily newspapers, with 
frequent references to the East St. 
Louis, Ill., riots, measures the public 
temper. 

“The negro immigrants seem fo en- 
joy nobody’s welcome except from 
those who brought them in as contract 
labor.”

DeKalb County Farmer 
Has Woes All His Own, 
And Muskrats to Blame

Decatur, Ga., ‘July 19.—(Special.)— 
The Clarkston correspondent of The 
DeKalb New Era writes this week of 
the trouble he is having over an army 
of muskrats on his farm. Here is his 
tale of woe: 

“My beag patch of bottom land corn, 
fertilized and tilled like a garden, has 
given wag against an army of musk- 
rats. They set in on it about May 20, 
and I have replanted four times. put 
beans in between the hills before they 
commenced their destructive work. I 
have had to cut and stick the beans 
with more than a thousand sticks, I 
suppose. They ate the corn off and 
then after it grew up again they cut it 
so low it will never come again, and 
they now are on the sezond crop re- 
plants. I* caught one before a thief 
stole my steel trap and I guess I have 
used ‘Rough on Rats’ on two hundred 
mellow apples and they go missing. 
More than a half acre is cut down and 
they go out to the hill sides and have 
a nice path down across the bottom to 
the bank. In a dark corner up against 
a steep bluff, where the rats were 
afraid to venture, the corn is now 6 or 
8 feet high. I hope to get rid of them 
so the late replants can make a part 
crop, anyway. I think my beans will 
be worth looking at by September, and 
I'tl get one crop at least.”

SPREADING INFECTION 
| CHARGED TO GERMANS 


Kansas City, Kan., July 19.—Farmers 
and residents of the smaller towns of 
the second, fourth and fifth congres- 
sional districts of Kansas were thought 
to possess large quantities of tetanus- 
infected court-plaster alleged to have 
been distributed by three men now in 
custody under federal jurisdiction. Fred 
Robertson, United States attorney for 
Kansas, today sent out warnings from 
his office here against the use of any 
of the suspected material. 

Investigation of the supposed plot 
continued today with every federal 
agency in Kansas at work to prevent 
spread of the disease. Large numbers 
of the plasters seized when the three 
peddlers were arrested were being used 
in tests to determine more positively 
the degree of infection. 

Mr. Robertson telegraphed today to 
Attorney General Gregory at Washing- 
ton, asking aid to conduct a vigorous 
investigation of the alleged plot. He 
also authorized the postmaster at Win- 
field, Kan., to inquire into the recent 
deatlHt there of Charles Mulford. The 
man was reported to have died of tet- 
anus and it was asserted the infection 
followed application to a slight leg 
wound of court-plaster given him by 
persons believed to have been of Ger- 
nan origin. 

Information was obtained today that 
Francis M. Wilson, United States attor- 
ney for western Missouri, had ordered 
examination three weeks ago Of court- 
plaster taken from two men, eupposed- 
ly Germans. The two, on reports from 
a deputy federal marshal at St. Jo- 
gseph, Mo., were held until analysis 
proved the plasters were harmless. 


Girl at Macon Arrested 
Masquerading as Soldier; 
She Blames the “Movies” 


Macon, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Ar- 
tie Ponder, an 18-year-old girl who es- 
caped from the Tabernacle Rescue 
home two or three days ago, was found

He also applauded those citi- 
zens of Canada who are resisting the 
conscription act, saying their action 
was “a manifestation of independence 
and patriotism.” 

The New York Times this morning 
and Washington Post are among the 
eastern papers that unmercifully score 
Senator Hardwick for his course. 

““The fight against the aviation bill 
was conducted by some of the ‘wilful 
twelve’ who vainly tried to make it im- 
possible for the United States to raise 
an army to make democracy safe for 
mankind,” says The Post. 

Severe Criticism by New York Times, 


‘Unwelcome as the fact may be,” says 
The Times editorially, “‘it’‘is no longer 
possible to doubt that there are in the 
United States senate men who intend 
to do all that in them lies to make the 
war a failure. Whatever their motive 
may be, they intend to work against 
the interests,* the welfare and the suc- 
cess of the United States in its life-and- 
death grapple with Germany.

“The congestion in the ports of New 
York, Boston, Baltimore and _ other 
orts of the north and east,” said 
ooper Alexander in his address, “is 


'so bad that the railroads have ceased 


Cars are 
lined up for miles outside these ports, 
and there ig no relief. 

“The truth of the matter is that the 
people who control the rail interests do 
not want the southern ports to get 
their quota of the business. I have no 
doubt that these men in charge of the 
railroads in the south would tbe glad to 
see our port (business triple itself. But 
they are not to blame, 

“The control of southern railroads lies 
with northern men, who will haul 
freight 1,500 miles out of the way in 
crder to get the rail mileage. Georgia 
is nearer ‘by 1,500 miles to the ports 
in the east, as well as the South Amer- 
ican ports. Our ports are the logical 
ones for the business,” 

Mr. Alexander then said that in the 
readjustment of affairs following the 
war, America would blossom out into 
the owner of the greatest fleet of 
merchant vessels the world has ever 
known, and that congress, which will 
make the laws governing commerce, 
will not allow the present discrimina- 
tion, and in the event that it is tried, 
the government will soon take over 
the railroads.
